Ethnic witch- 
hunt over?

Soccer's ethnic witch-hunt may 


be over. 

To boost its coffers, the National League wants 
the supporters of the major ethnic clubs in the Vic- 
torian and NSW State Leagues. 

Those supporters are Croatian, Italian, Mal- 
tese and Polish. . 

The Croatian, Maltese and Polish communities 
are not yet represented in the NSL. 


And the NSL realises that there is no sense whatsoever 
in inviting such clubs to join if, at the same time, it denies 
those clubs their traditional names, 

The Croatian community in particulr, is so proud of its name 
that it would boycott the NSL in large numbers if the NSL were to 
force a name chance. 

More to the point, the community itself probably would boycott 
the club that agreed to such a name change. 

In the case of Juventus (Vic), the club would argue that Ju- 
ventus is no more ‘ethnic’ than Marconi. Whereas the latter 
denotes the name of an [Italian inventor, the former means 
“youth”’ in Latin. 

The NSL is restructuring its competition because it is in finan- 
cial strife. 

If it forces new clubs to change their names, it would be like a 
drowning man clutching not at a straw, but-at a life-jacket made 
of concrete. 

Out of all this, we come up with one of the most curious com- 
parisons in the history of soccer in Australia. 

It is the Australian Soccer Federation, made up of the States, 
which started the anti-ethnic witch-hunt (of which the Victorian 
pecmopon an League is the stanchest exponent). 

t is the ASF which persuaded the NSL to drop “ethnic” 
eats ethnic anyway?) names, yet the State Leagues continues 
te delight in the révenue generated b zymemes like Croatia, Juven- 
tus, Melita, Avala},Polonia, Wilhelmina etc. 

Now the NSL wants to know: Why have we been made to suffer 
financially and morally? 

Why. has West Adelaide lost so many of the Greek people at- 
tracted by the name Hellas? 

Why have so many Italians stayed away from Adelaide City 


"which was Juventus during its most glorious years? 


Why is Hakoah in turmoil over its very existence after having, 

SHEED. its name change to Sydney City, denied its Jewish herita- 
e? 

Why shouldn’t J.U.S.T. (Jugoslay United Sports Team) be 
proud of that link with the Yugoslav community? 

And APIA is quite right in asking whether the Italians of 
Sydney have forgotten about ‘‘Leichhardt’s’’ association with the 
Italian community. 

‘Leading NSL administrators are saying now that there is 
ane tolerance” about clubs wishing to feel proud of thelr iden- 
titles.

IT is obvious that one of the major causes of the near- 
schism in soccer ranks has been the spiralling cost of run- 
ning soccer clubs, mainly, but not exclusively, in the NSL. 


Money is supposed to be the 
root of all evil. 

Soccer, it seems, is no ex- 
ception, 

Confusing talk about the 
burden of air fares has, un- 
fortunately, clouded the issue. 

TAA's soccer account is no 
doubt a sizeable one, but travel 
is only a small part of the 
financially ruinous ex- 
penditure pattern in our sport. 

The biggest millstone 
around our clubs is the amount 
paid to Australian players. 

The clubs are guilty of com- 
mitting ritual suicide by 
paying transfer fees, wages 
and signing-on fees which bear 
absolutely no relation to the 
skill and crowd-pulling ability 

~of their “‘stars’’, or to today’s 
financial realities 

Many NSL olubs have shown 
an absolutely appalling lack of 
expertise in financial manage- 
ment 

Take for instance perennial 
champion Sydney City Ha- 
koah 


After wasting huge sums for 
years, its of directors 
suddenly wanted to fold up and 
drop out of soccer. 

Determined action by the 
club's members torpedoed 
that ludicrous course of action 
and now — surprise, surprise 
— it has been discovered that a 
very good team can be main- 
tained for half the previous 
cost. 

Similarly, West Adelaide

Hellas reduced its budget by 
an incredible two-thirds, while 
St George Budapest has also 
jettisoned hundreds of thou- 


sands in unnecessary ex- 
penditure. 
Whats more, Hakoah and

What does worry me is that 
just as NSL clubs are begin- 
ning to come to their senses, at 
least in some instances, there 
is the distinct possibility of 
some reckless newcomers 
restoring collective anarchy. 

It was suggested last week 
that two NSL aspirants, Melita 
Eagles and Sydney Croatia, 
are in the big-money bracket. 

One can only hope that the 
established NSL clubs will 
have the strength to withstand 
the inflationary pressures the 
Melitas and Croatias of this 
world may induce if they join 
the ranks next season

However, Black- 
town doesn’t need sponsor- 
ship to survive in the NSL.

Federation soccer 
— born in revolt! 


Getting older has pre- 
cious few advantages. 
One, however, is that you 
can watch, with some mild 
amusement, how history 
repeats itself. 

During last week’s specula- 
tion abut the NSE perhaps 
breaking away from the ASF, 
memories started flooding 
back. .1 remembered for 
example — with the aid of old, 
yellowing magazines — how it 
all happened last time, in 1956. 

It’s worth recalling that the 
1956 break in NSW — which 
then became nationwide — 
started over two main issues: 
money and personalities. 

Sure, there were some prin- 
ciples involved, too. The origi- 
nal argument in Sydney boiled 
down to a struggle between 
migrants and those Austral- 
ians who, having grown up in 
the 1920s, refused to accept 
them. 

An open prejudice existed in 
the old Association and its sta- 
cked councils against migrant 
clubs, most of whom were 
repeatedly refused admission 
to the First Division, regard- 
less of their results. 

This irritated not only the 
migrants but also many decent 
Australians who felt that stan- 
dards and attendances would 
improve if their teams played 
against migrant clubs. The 
cementing force between new 
and old was the recently 
deceased Andy Burton, first 
president and rightfully 
dubbed ‘‘Father" of the new 
NSW Federation. 

A major issue at stake was 
the violent clash of person- 
alities on the opposing sides. 
The migrant clubs — Prague, 
Hakoah, Sydney Austral, APIA 
— produced a host of fresh, 
capable, soccer-loving offi- 
cials in Walter Sternberg, Karl 
Rodny, Harry Lakmaker, Jim 
Bayutti, Bill Kadison and 
others. Their main antagonist 
was Syd Storey, then an MLA 
from Hornsby 

Storey’s empire, the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Football Associ- 
ation, had been carefully con- 
structed with the help of ger- 
rymandering, built up with the

The actual break-away from the old NSW Association came 
after the 1956 season, at the strong initiative of Hakoah. 

The NSW First Division those days consisted of 10 teams — 
without promotion and relegation. Teams which finished jast — 
but held a share in the Association — simply were re-elected for 


the next season. 


The strongest “New Australian” clubs all played in the South- 
ern League’s First Division — the level below the First Division. 

fn 1952 the Dutch-based Sydney Austral (which was forced to 
shed its earlier name of Hollandia) finished first and Europa ({fore- 
runner of today's St George-Budapest) came sixth. Sydney Aust- 


ral was NOT promoted. 


in 1953 Sydney Austral and Europa {originally called Ferenc- 
varos but also forced to drop its athnic name) finished fourth and 
seventh; Prague was in the Second Division of the Southern Lea- 


gue. 


in 1954 Sydney Austral finished first again, ahead of Hakoah 
with Europa eighth; stil, no promotion for any. Prague, however, 
won its way through from the Second Divison to the first. 

Finally, in 1955, when Prague won the First Division of the 
Southern League with Sydney Austral second, both were 
allowed to join the NSW First Division. Not promoted: instead of 
relegating two teams, thay simply expanded the size from 10 ta 


12 clubs. 


Also in 1955, Hakoah finished third behind Pragua and Sydney 


Austral and damanded promotion. 


When this was rejected, a series of meetings was called — and 


the rebellion was on. 


aid of secretary Francis Roy 
Druery, in private life secre- 
tary of the Newcastle West 
Hospital. 

The ASFA Ltd. was formed 
in the mid-1920s, had Storey as 
its chairman and, with one ex- 
ception (the NSW representa- 
tive) had Storey’s close associ- 
ates from all states as direct- 
ors.

back to NZ? 


Tommy Randles may return to New Zea- 
land. Not bitter but wiser. 


“Things haven't changed 
much at club level here in the 
past 15 years. The shift of 

h power within club com- 
mittees seems to be an on- 
going process with disruptive 
ramifications. Too many clubs 
ére motivated in the main by 
national pride, which means 
that the decision-making pro- 
cesses are based on emotive 
rather than fogical founda- 
tions,” said Randles. 


It hasn't been a kind year for 
the former Stoke City player. 
Recently he became embroi- 
led in a curious tragi-comedy. 
The setting for Act One was 
the Middle Park clubrooms of 
Victorian Metro First Division 
club Melbourné three weeks 
ago. Randles was coaching the 
Hungarian-sponsored club at 
the time. 

A committee meeting was 
set down for a Monday night 
but curiously, few com- 
mitteemen turned up. Three 
nights later (Thursday) as 
Randles was about to leave 
training, he was told of a 
newly formed club policy 
which banned amateur players 
from being selected in the first 
team. Randles felt that this 
policy amouasted to com- 
mittee imterference in team 
selection. He felt the com- 
mittee was tryime to pressure 
two players, Eraie Tapai and 
Glen Barker, into signing con- 
tracts. Both were amateur 
playes. 

Melbourne secretary Bill 
Hargitay takes up the com- 
mittee view 

“We've been bled dry for 
long enough. For years we've 
been producing top class 
players for other teams. 
That’s got to end. We have to 
protect our interests. It’s as 
simple as that.” 

Randles was angered by the 
committee move. Never- 
theless, after phone conversa- 
tions with committeemen, he 
was led to believe that the 
matter could be resalved 
before Melbourne’s game 
- against Richmond on Sunday, 
July 17. He still was under that 
impression 35 minutes before 
_the kick-off for the first team 
match when Melbourne's team 
manager approached Randles 
and told him that Barker 
couldn't be selected in the 
squad for the match. Tapai 
though was available, Randles 
was told, because the com- 
mittee and young Tapai were 
confident of resolving their 
differences. 

Randles was flabbergasted. 
He resigned on the spot. His 
assistant coach, Bobby Dob- 


bing, was asked to look after 
the first team. He refused. 

“I felt that I had been set- 
up,’’ said Randles. 

“How could I maintain my 
credibility with my players by 
refusing to play Glen Barker? 
I'm certain that most com- 
mitteemen must have known 
how I would react.” 

A chain of events had been 
set in motion. The culmination 
came just over a week later, 
after Melbourne had beaten 
Knox City 1-0. At training on 
the Thursday night before the 
Knox match, Melbourne’s first 
team players held a meeting at 
which they gave Randles their 
unqualified support. The 
players felt that Randles and 
the committee should resolve 
their disagreement. By now 
the official committee view 
was that Randles, by refusing 
to look after the first team 
against Richmond, had lost the 
players trust, a view clearly 
unmasked as false in the light 
of the players overwhelming 
support for Randles 

evertheless, the com- 
mittee wouldn't budge. Secre- 
tary Hargitay had rang Mike 
Lynn on the Saturday morning, 
the day before the Knox 
match. Lynn had been sacked 
as coach of Polonia two days 
earlier. Hargitay invited Lynn 
to watch Melbourne against 
Knox. Lynn held his first train- 
ing session as Melbourne’s 
new first team coach on the 
Tuesday following the Knox 
match. The move to reconcile 
Randles and the committee 
had fallen flat on its face.

Randles, 42, comes from 
England. He spent four years 
with Stoke as a full time pro- 
fessional. He moved to the 
Cheshire League for two years 
then came to Australia to join 
Victoria club Slavia in 1965. He 
spent three seasons there, then 
was transferred to Sydney 
Croatia for $4,500. 

“I played with Sydney 
Croatia for two seasons. I got 
married in Sydney and ended 
up spending a seven year hon- 
eymoon in New Zealand," he 
said 

Randles played with Christ- 
church United for five sea- 
sons. He paid his own transfer 
fee of $800 from Sydney 
Croatia. His first senior coach- 
ing appointment was with 
Technical in the Southern 
League and his interest in re- 
turning to Australia was 
sparked by the formation of 
the Australian National 
League in 1977. Randles 


wanted to enhance his coach- } 


ing experience here and in 1978 
he took over the first team job 
at Slavia 

Randles was appointed 
coach of Frankston Pines in 
1979. It was the start of that 
progressive club’s amazing 
rise through Metro ranks. 
Under Randles, Pines surged 
from Fourth Division to First 
Division in successive seasons. 
Pines finished in the top half of 
the First Division ladder last 
year and are trying to win 
promotion to State League this 
season. Randles left Pines at 
the end of last year. 

“The Pines committee felt 
that the time had come for a 
change. I would have provided 
that change by introducing 
young players into the first 
team but the club decided to 
dip into the transfer market.

Sharne simply coulnd’t 
_ handle chinese food. 

I thought he was off his 
brain at the time. Nothing 
better than all that Chinese 
take-away, as far as I was 
concerned. 

In fact I haven't met an 
opponent of Chinese food 
since — except for fellow 
columnist Peter Desira, 
whose taste buds died when 
he was born, 

Sharne crossed China 
eating steak remnants, 
pieces of lettuce and the oc- 
casional stalk of grass. So 
how in the name of heaven 
did he decide to spend two 
and a half years in Hong 
Kong, mecca of the Chinses 
take-away? 

Caught up in Chow Mein, 
Chop Suey, honey prawns 

and horror cr_ hor- 
rors . . . abalone in black 
bean sauce? 

Our Peter proved to be 
tougher than we'd expected. 
Also, every resourceful, be- 
cause he sniffed out all the 
steak and fish joints in the 
colony and managed to 
maintain playing weight 
without eating any Chinese 
food at all.

So his return to the 
greasies of Australia has 
been his joy of joys

burgers, well-done steak, 
baked beans, pies . . . 

On that diet maybe we'll 
see the emergence of Sharne 
the super-star, the talent 
repressed by Chow Mein 
during the very years that 
such talent blossoms.

He’s scored 10 goals in 39 
games for Australia, and, 
according to national coach 
Les Scheinflug, Sharne will 
again be considered for the 
national team providing he 
plays well in the local lea- 
gue.
